SEOUL, Nov. 22 (AP)—United 
Nations ground troops advanced 
generally against light Red re- 
sistance and B-29 bombers blast- 
ed Communist battle-staging 
points in northeast Korea today. 

The United States Seventh Di- 
vision, on the Manchurian border 
at Hyesanjin, sent patrols west 
and south of the Yalu river city. 
Light skirmishes were reported 
with small groups of Reds on 
both patrol fronts—the first op- 
position for the Seventh Division 
since it reached the international 
frontier. 

The Twenty-second Regiment 
of the South Korean Third Divi- 
sion occupied Hapsu, a rail and 
road center about 37 miles south- 
east of Hyesanjin. The Third’s 
Twenty-third Regiment ran into a 
Red battalion seven miles south- 
west of the town. 

Red Unit in Squeeze. 

A United States Tenth Corps 
spokesman said the Red unit was 
being squeezed between the two 
South Korean elements. 

The South Korean Capital Di- 
vision spearheads advancing be- 
tween four and five miles to a 
point about eight miles southwest 
of Chongijin, last big east coast 
port between the Allied troops 
and the Siberian border. Chong- 
jin is 55 miles south of the 
border. 

_ Waves of Superforts rained 70 
tons of high explosives on the 
Musan border area while other 
B-29s struck the port of Chong- 
jin, 45 miles to the southeast. It 
was the second strike in a week 
at Musan. 

North Koreans are reported re- 
organizing and Chinese Reds con- 
centrating at Musan to block the 
United Nations march toward the 
Soviet Siberian border. 

Musan is 80 miles northeast of 
Hyesanjin, where United States 
Seventh Division troops raised the 
U.N. blue and white flag Tues- 
day on the Yalu river opposite 
Red Manchuria

KAMLOOPS, B:C., Nov. 22 (UP) 
—Twenty soldiers and civilians 
were dead or missing today in 
the head-on crash of a Canadian 
troop train and a pagsenger ex- 
press in a mountain snowstorm. 
Fifty-eight persons were injured. 

The dead included 14 soldiers 
of Canada’s special United Na- 
tions brigade and four trainmen, 
the locomotive crews of both 
trains. Rescuers working in snow’ 
and below zero temperatures 
searched for two missing soldiers. 

Fifty-one soldiers and six pas- 
sengers and a baggageman aboard 
the passenger train were injured. 

The known death list rose to 18 
when two soldiers died aboard a 
hospital train which evacuated the 
injured to Edmonton, Alberta. 

Failed to Stop. 

The crash occurred yesterday 
morning when the west-bound 
troop train failed to stop at a 
siding at Cedarside, B.C., five 
miles from Canoe River, B.C., 
where it was supposed to wait 
for the onrushing  transconti- 
nental express, a Canadian Na- 
tional Railway spokesman said. 

An incompleted traffic message 
to the conductor of the troop 
train was blamed for the crash, 
The official said the message was 
to have advised the conductor 
the troop train was to “meet the 
No, 2 (passenger train) . . . from 
Vancouver at Gosnell and Canoe 
River.” 

He said, however, the message 
omitted the words “and Canoe 
River.” As a result the troop 


train traveled through the 
whistle-stop and plowed into the 
east-bound passenger express. 

The 17-car troop train carried 
350 officers and men of the last 
major unit of the U.N, brigade 
being transferred for special 
training to Fort Lewis, Wash., 
for service in Korea. 

The trains collided at the 
2700-foot level on a mountain 
curve almost within sight of 
towering Mount Robson. One 
troop-train coach was catapulted 
into the air and the coach behind 
was crushed. 

Dining Cars Hospitals. 

Seconds after the crash army 
officers in the rear coaches of 
the troop train dashed into the 
snowstorm to aid the injured. 
Dining cars on both trains were 
converted into emergency hos- 
pitals with Dr. P. S. Kimnelp of 
Edson, Alberta, passenger train 
physician, taking charge. His wife 
assisted him as a nurse. 

“Everything happened so fast,” 
an officer said. “We didn’t know 
what hit us.” 

Steam pipes burst, spewing 
steam over the struggling sol- 
diers. He said 22 persons were 
burned. 

One ‘of the cars careened off 
the tracks and knocked down a 
telegraph pole, cutting commu- 
nications with the scene of the 
wreck for two hours,

Four skilled mountaineers 
started at daybreak climbing 
cloud-shrouded mountains. Forest 
Ranger Blake Van de Water and 
three other climbers started on 
skis through snow toward a spot 
where watchers saw a huge fire, 
Heavy clouds cloaked the scene 
this morning, Winds’ of 30 to 40 
miles an hour whipped the area, 
but there was no snowfall.

The four mountaineers carried 
radio and light signaling equip- 
ment, but it was expected to take 
them until nightfall to reach the 
scene of the fire. It was snowing 
in the mountains today.

Clarence Harris, an owner of 
Signal Mountain Lodge, eight 
miles across Jackson lake from 
the mountain, took out a pair of 
powerful field glasses. 

“I saw what looked like a burn- 
ing fuselage way up there in the 
snow,” he said. “I don’t think 
anybody could be alive.

—A crippled B-36 superbomber, 
limping home on three of its six 
engines, crashed and burned near 
Cleburne today, killing two of the 
16 Air Force crewmen 
Fourteen of the 16 parachuted 
‘safely. 

One of the two dead was be- 
headed by a propeller: as he 
bailed out. The other was killed 
when his parachute slammed him 
to earth too hard. Names of the 
dead were withheld pending no- 
tification of the next of kin. 

In trouble, the big plane was 
winging toward its home base at 
Fort Worth’s Carswell Air Force 
Base, when it fell about 20 miles 
south of Carswell. 

The plane fell in an open field 
on the Jim Brady farm, bounced 
along for ar estimated three 
miles before it settled and was 
engulfed by fire that still burned 
more than two hours later. The 
blaze detonated ammunition 
aboard the plane. : 

The crew started nailing out 
when the B-36 was down to an 
altitude of about 750 feet, wit- 
nesses said, 

A Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration DC-3 patrol plane, bound 
for San Antonio on a routine air- 
ways check, made contact with 
the crippled superbomber at a 
point south of Cleburne and 
stayed nearby until after the 
crash. ! 

Only tWice before has there 
been a crash of the giants, which 
are capable of delivering the 
atom bomb anywhere in_ the 
world.

5 Sources of Revenue. 

To finance the work, Elliott 
said five sources of revenue might 
be considered. They are: A spe- 
cial user’s license permitting un- 
limited use of the expressways by 
automobiles and local trucks; trip 
fees from inter-regional trucks; 
fees for passenger busses; a gen- 
eral increase in the state gasoline 
tax with equitable distribution of 
the yield between urban express- 
ways, urban streets and rural 
highways, and use of part of tolls 
collected on bridges served by the 
super highways. 

The report contained a warning 
about¢the effect the expressways 
would have on downtown traffic. 
Elliott said the system, if built, 
would “cause a more rapid deliv- 
ery of vehicles and passengers to 
downtown St. Louis, adding to a 
congestion problem that is even 
now almost intolerable.” 

It is not the function of the 
highway survey project to solve 
the downtown traffic and parking 
problems, the report said, “but we 
are obligated to point out that 
expressways will accentuate these 
problems unless something is 
done to improve‘circulation in the 
downtown area.” 

First Details of Routes. 

Elliott’s interim report to Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst today gave full 
details for the first time of the 
proposed central expressway 
routes and the relative construc- 
tion and right-of-way costs. 

Alternate Route A would be- 
gin about 2500 feet west of the 
present terminus of Highway 40 
at Brentwood boulevard and Eager 
road. The highway would curve 
north to join the abandoned Rock 
Island Railroad right of way near 
St. Louis county hospital, then 
follow the right of way to Mill- 
brook road.

SEARCHERS REAGH SITE 
UF MARINE AlR CRASH 


St. Louis Officer, 3 Others 
Dead in Wreckage on 
California Peak. 


A search party today reached 
the wreckage of a Marine Corps 
airplane which crashed with Lt.

Never Underestimate Animal, 

An expert deer hunter never 
underestimates the deer’s senses 
of sight, smell and hearing. Any 
small movement on the part of 
the hunter means that the deer 
will see him and slip away with- 
out his ever having seen the ani- 
mal. Their ability to stand stock 
still for a great length of time 
without the slightest movement 
and their near-perfect protective | 
coloration are their grestest as- 
sets in concealing themselves 
from the hunter. To the tyro who 
has not previously seen a deer 
in the woods, it is next to im- 
possible to point out the animal 
to him even though it may not be 
more than 25 yards away. They 
are suspicious of all noises and 
at the slightest sound. such as 
the cocking of a gun or the snap- 
ping -of a twig, they instantly 
become alert. Experienced deer 
hunters, who walk and stalk their 
game, will not wear duck or can- 
vas, preferring softer weaves be- 
cause of the noise produced by 
the rougher materials as the hun- 
ter slips along. 

Deer never run through the 
woods unless they are being pur- 
sued by their enemies or have re- 
cently been under fire. Noérmally, 
they silently slink along, take a 
few steps, and then use their 
eyes, ears and nose to sense the 
presence of enemies. When they 
are foraging they take a mouth- 
ful of browse and then nervously 
raise their heads, constantly alert. 
The only vulnerability in their 
protective coloration is a white 
tail which they occasionally

OVERNMENT policy makers are aware that inflation is already 
here and that unless it is stopped it can wreck the economy, 
destroy the defense mobilization program and give our enemies 


American housewife watches the 


almost daily rise in the cost of living. She feels that her family 
dollars are being priced out of existence. 


Prices and wages are, of course, 
a key factor in the whole prob- 
em. 

-To paraphrase Mark Twain’s 
comment on the weather, every- 
body talks about high prices but 
nobody does anything about them. 

Washington is just beginning 
to try, but the efforts thus far 
have gone scarcely beyond the 
talking and planning stage. 

“Stand-by” machinery has been 
set up for the imposition of wage 
and price controls as needed. 

Measures Fall Short. 

But the measures contemplated 
thus far fall far short of the 
immediate firm, all-out controls 
urged by Bernard Baruch as a 
step toward total mobilization. 

Indeed, Washington seems to 
be approaching the whole prob- 
lem with grave misgivings, fear- 
ful of upsetting the delicate bal- 
ances of the national economy. 

As Government officials see it, 
the problem is to curb inflation 
through some form of controls 
but without putting the economy 
into a straitjacket. They see po- 
tential dangers either way—with 
too much control or with too 
litt. 

Therefore it is becoming in- 
creasingly evident that the Gov- 
ernment will invoke all-out 
compulsory controls only as a last 
resort. The present attitude, the 
planners say, is to exhaust all 
lesser measures first. 

Statement of Attitude. 

The official attitude was 
summed up succintly by Alan 
Valentine, head of the newly 
created Economic Stabilization 
Agency, which is empowered to 
control prices and wages. 

Valentine said: 

“Inflation has been going on 
for same years, and has long 
worried a great many people. Its 
dangers are. now so obvious that | 
nearly everyone wants the Gov- 
ernment to do something about 
inflation, provided that what is 
done does not involve him in any 
personal sacrifice or inconven- 
ience. 

“The nation seems agreed that 
inflation in general must not be 
permitted to go farther. The only 
disagreements are about the na- 
ture, extent, incidence and tim- 
ing of controls.” 

There is talk in Washington to- 
day of “voluntary” controls, indi- 
rect and direct controls and “se- 
lective controls.” 

“Selective controls” would be 
imposed on specific industries, as 
and when needed. The difficulty 
here, however, is that once con- 
trols are slapped on any major in- 
dustry while other industries are 
left free, chaos may result. 

Possible Result. 

As one realistic Government of- 
ficial privately expressed it: 

“Once you put controls on any 
basic industry, there will be an 
avalanche. I don’t see how con- 
trols on all other industries af- 
fected could be avoided. In final 
analysis, that “means controls 
straight across the board.” 

As far as the public is con- 
cerned, the whole idea seems to 
be to try persuasion and exhorta- 
tion first, then firmer measures 
as needed. Efforts will be made 
to convince the people of the 
necessity of self-imposed dilisci- 


work, compulsory controls, with 
their inevitable —— will be 
in order. 

Among first-step measures now 
being tried are credit restrictions 
in housing and installment buy- 
ing. Further controls along these 
lines may be expected, so that 
from a credit standpoint alone it 
will become increasingly difficult 
for the average person to buy a 
house, furnishings, automobile, 
radio and television set. 


As for the ee of vol- 
untary measures, Valentine noted 
that the psychology of a Pearl 
Harbor is lacking now, and 
added: 


“Many Americans are not yet 
ready to make real personal sac- 
rifice in the war against infla- 
tion. Must Alaska or Greenland 
be in enemy hands before many 
Americans recognize our danger 
and act ‘accordingly?” , 

Meaning of Direct Controls. 

Valentine defined direct con- 
trols as price and wage fixing; 
that is, freezing of wages and 
ceilings on prices. | 

Since wages and prices go 
hand in hand and one cannot be 


controlled without the other, the | ,j 


Government also has set up a 
Wage Stabilization Board. It is 
headed by Cyrus S. Ching, the 
veteran labor mediator, who said 
he would not even hazard a guess 
on the prospect of wage freezes 
in the future. 

Ching explained that his 
board’s job is to _ study-+ the 
whole wage situation, with a view 
of stabilization through agree- 
ment or some formula. 

Under the present defense act 
he said that when prices are con- 
trolled wages must also be stabi- 
lized. The board has no author- 
ity to control wage levels, but 
can only make recommendations 
to Valentine's board, the adminis- 
trative agency. 

How wages are to be treated 
will depend, therefore, on the 
extent of price controls. 

Eyes on Steel Industry. 

What happens in the steel in- 
dustry; for instance, may affect 
the whole picture. Steel work- 
ers are demanding a new round 
of wage increases. 

TM Government is watching 
closely to see whether the in- 
creases, if granted, will be ab- 
sorbed by the industry without a 
corresponding price increase. 

There seems little likelihood 
that steel will do any such thing. 
Eugene Grace, chairman of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corp., is on rec- 
ord as saying that any wage in- 
crease must be passed on to the 
consumers. Other steel spokes- 
men, including United States 
Steel’s Benjamin Fairless, have 
expressed a similar attitude. 

Steel is a key industry which 
plays a vital role in the national 
eocnomy and in the mobilization 
program. Government spokesmen 
are known to be hoping that steel 
can be “persuaded” to absorb a 
new wage increase, without rais- 
ing prices. 

Otherwise, the Government 
may step in and impose price 
controls on steel. That may start 
a chaih reaction. A showdown 
with steel is expected in the near 
future.

The resolution urges develop- 
ment “of the hydro-electric pow- 
er potentials of America on a 
level which will meet the needs 
of the American people,for both 
peace time purposes and defense.

The resolution states that the 
expanded program is imperative 
“if America is to be able to de- 
fend itself in case of war.” 

“The welfare of all of the peo- 
ple of America,” it says, “and 
particularly of the workers in 
the basic and production indus- 
tries, requires that the program 
for which the TVA stands go for- 
ward without interruption. The 
public investment involved will 
provide employment for great 
numbers of men in construction 
and in industries producing the 
materiais and equipment required.

Mr. Acheson’s Future 

President Truman has stated as firmly as 
possible that Secretary of State Acheson will 
stay on the job. He stated with equal firmness 
that Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson would 
not resign—and a few weeks later accepted bis 
resignation. 


So it must be considered that the President’s — 


decision is subject to change. If he comes to 
regard Mr. Acheson as a political lability, or 
if he regards his retention as prejudicial to the 
gaining of congressional support for his foreign 
policy, he may very well do what he now has 
no intention of doing. 

While recognizing the circumstances under 
which Mr. Acheson might depart, we hope they 
will not happen. It is pure hokum to say that 
the @ection returns represented a “mandate” 
for the Secretary’s resignation. If the composi- 
tion of Congress is to be taken as the measure 
of Cabinet membership, the fact remains that 
Mr. Truman’s party still has a majority in both 
houses, though a reduced one. 

And though the Republicans gained in the 
election, only one extreme wing of their party 
joined the hue and cry against Mr. Acheson. 
Even Senator Taft, who gave covert encourage- 
ment to the disgraceful attack of Senator Mc 
Carthy, now declines to join the demand for the 
Secretary’s resignation. Senator Lodge and two 
other Republicans, John Foster Dulles and War- 
ren Austin, are helping to shape and execute 
the Acheson policy in the United Nations, and 
there are other Republicans who support that 
policy in Congress. 

Mr. Acheson's value is that the President has 
complete confidence in him and that he brings 
to the formation of foreign policy an uncommon 
wisdom, courage and experience. Mr. Truman 
has not always been fortunate in his advisers. 
In Mr. Acheson he has a man with exceptional 
qualifications. for directing the delicate task of 
combating Communist imperialism and _ yet 
avoiding a world war. * 

Like every other official, the Secretary is 
not above criticism. But the McCarthy-led 
attack upon him has no sound foundation of 
truth. Mr. Acheson does not run a State De- 
partment in which vital decisions are made by 
traitors, and he does not shape foreign policy 
to serve some national interest other than our 
own. It would be a tragedy if an attack based 
upon these two falsehoods were to triumph in 
his forced departure. 
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Still Some “Peacetime” Planning 

The difference between a cold war and a real 
test at arms may have made it psychologically 
difficult for such agencies as the Munitions 
Board and the General Services Administration 
to think in terms of a national emergency. Even 
the fighting in Korea can be considered minor 
on the scale of modern warfare. But, surely, its 
implications should have quickened pulses in 
agencies so closely connected with defense. 

Yet the new “Truman committee”—the Senate 
group headed by Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas— 
felt compelled to.say in its second report that 
much of the current preparedness effort is still 
in the paperwork stage. A half-year has elapsed 
since the shooting started in Asia. Even if it 
were safe to assume that the shooting will not 
spread, it is clear by now that the United States 
is going to maintain an enlarged military estab- 
lishment for years to come. So it is hard to ex- 
cuse “peacetime” thinking on the supply front. 

It is difficult to understand, for example, why 
a $4,000,000 World War II alcohol plant should 
have been sold to a liquor firm almost two 
months after the Korean outbreak without an 
agreement permitting the Government to “re- 
capture” the plant in case of emergency. 
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To Promote Scientific Progress 

Brookhaven National Laboratory’s request for 
declassification of one of the four faces of its 
nuclear reactor should be approved by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

Security of secret information is not involved 
in this case. What Brookhaven wants to do is to 
make it possible for all university scientists, 
whether or not their loyalty has been investi- 
gated, to have a chance to increase scientific 
knowledge. And that can be done because it is 
physically possible to let scientists use the re- 
actor at one face without letting them find out 
such secret matters as how the controls work or 
the details of construction. 

As matters now stand, anybody who wants 
aceess to the atomic furnace must obtain a Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation clearance. This 
process not only takes months—thereby. effec- 
tively discouraging some scientists from taking 
the trouble—but also occasionally dredges up 
doubts about an individual’s past which can only 
be cleared up through a prolonged and harrow- 
ing appeals process. 
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Giving any qualified individual access to one — 


unrestricted face would help the nation. It 
would be a step toward enabling the United 
States to have the benefit of the work of all its 
scientific brains, which is not now the case by a 
long shot. It would stimulate basic research, 
upon which all scientific progress depends. And 
it would counteract somewhat the strangling 
effect of a blunderbuss loyalty program. 
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The Eel in Your Water Pipe 
If your water pipes at home have ever been 
stopped up by an eel three feet long and three 
inches in diameter, the whole thing can be 
easily explained. The explanation in so far as 
it applies to New York City has been figured 
out by Dr. E. W. Gudger of the American 
Museum of Natural History, and should con- 
vince anyone that the mystery of eels in the 

water pipes has been greatly exaggerated. 
Ordinarily, Dr. Gudger says, eels are kept out 
of Croton Reservoir by small wire mesh over 
the intakes. On a wet night, though, he be- 
lieves, everything would be damp enough to 
keep an eel’s skin moist while it crawled over 
the grass‘ and weeds and up the shoulder of 
Croton Dam and negotiated a 25-foot matadam 
roadway before dipping into the reservoir and 
thence into someone’s water pipe. An adult eel 
could do it if it really wanted to, according to 

Dr. Gudger. 
The Gudger Theory about eels in the pipes 


clears up the mystery as far as we are con-. 


cerned, but it does not clear up the consterna- 
tion anyone is bound to feel at the idea that 
his water supply will be interrupted by a full- 
grown eel. Our position is that eels are all 
right in their place, but their place is far away. 
It would be disconcerting enough to find an 
eel of any sort in one’s water pipes—a weak, 
spineless eel, carried there by taking the easiest 
way, never bucking the current, allowing itself 
to be swept along by the force of circumstance. 
But such an eel as described by Dr. Gudger 
‘strikes us as a veritable desperado, baleful, 
determined, equal to anything, and out 

no good. Meeting up with an eel like that 
be worse than meeting up with an ordi- 
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nary eel, as an ordinary eel would be worse 
than, say, a nice friendly, fuzzy caterpiller. If 
we ever have to deal with an we hope it 
will be oné of’ the type that wo "t fool with 
climbing up a dam if you gave it the place. 
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Men Behind the Guns 

Gen. Mark Clark states that our Army must 
put more men into combat units and fewer into 
rear-area service groups. He says that America 
does not have so much military manpower that 
it can afford to waste any of it. . 

Manpower is sometimes called Russia’s “se- 
cret. weapon.” It is secret only in the sense 
that many people do not realize, in this day of 
astonishing weapons development, that masses 
of front line troops still win wars. 

That, if anything, is the military lesson of 
the Korean fighting. In spite of control of the 
air and superior firepower, the United Nations 
forces could not take the offensive in Korea un- 
til they had some superiority in manpower. 

Yet Gen. Clark observeg that, when the 
United States Army is built up to 1,300,000 men, 
it still will have only 15 to 17 combat divisions. 
By contrast, Joseph Alsop has noted that the 
Russians are using a little more than 3,000,000 
men to get 175 combat divisions. 

According to Gen. Clark, it now takes four 
men behind the lines to keep one American in- 


fantryman in the field. And he adds that in the 


Red Army, one man in the rear supports four 
in the field. 

Of course, our Army does not intend to use 
the Russian army as a model. The Russians 
squander manpower. They also live off the land, 
and by our standards neglect services essential 
for the soldiers’ welfare. 

Gen, Clark states, for example, that our forces 
do not intend to trim their medical branches. 
Moreover, the efficient quality of our supply 
and communication services contributed greatly 
to victory in World War II and astounded mili- 
tary men in Europe. 

But Gen. Clark believes that cutbacks can 
be made in service forces without disturbing 
essential supply work. He suggests possible re- 
ductions in such activities as information and 
education, special services and transportation. 
He implies that many a desk job can easily go. 

In these critical times the United States 
needs men, not only to man its weapons, but to 
produce them. The problem: is far more im- 
portant than the obvious economies involved in 
eliminating the less essential military jobs. We 
cannot afford to treat manpower as a luxury 
anywhere. 
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No Parking 

The sad estate of automobile parking in St. 
Louis is pointed up by the discovery that a third 
of the automobiles parked on the streets down- 
town are parked illegally. While this new-found 
statistic will create no surprise, it should gen- 
erate increased enthusiasm at City Hall for tak- 
ing hold boldly of a problem which has become 
a civic mortification. 

The survey by the State Highway Department, 
the United States Bureau of Roads, and the 
City Government shows that the parking situa- 
tion is a mess, and is bound to grow worse as 
long as it is allowed to drift. 

Mayor Darst and the Aldermen now have the 
authority to do something about it. They can 
provide off-street parking. Since it is evident 
that private enterprise is not going to provide 
enough parking, or any parking at all at some of 
the locations where it is most needed. the re- 
sponsibility is the city’s. Municipal parking on 
the waterfront is a beginning, but it is a bare 
beginning. 

If the Darst Administration will take this 
step, it will be possible in time to take the final 
needed step of prohibiting parking on the 
streets in congested areas. As long as there is 
parking on the downtown streets there will be 
illegal parking, including that bane of St. Louis 
traffic, double parking. 


A straightforward attack on the parking 


dilemma will enhance property values in the 
downtown district, help business, alleviate traf- 
fic congestion, and take the harried look off the 
face of that weary fellow at the wheel who has 
just rounded the block for the third time, look- 
ing for a place to park.

The Mystery in Korea 

The welcome melting away of Communist re 
sistance amid the snows in North Korea has 
served to deepen the inystery shrouding Com- 
munist China’s intentions in Korea. 

With the shock of Gen. MacArthur's announce- 
ment of Peiping’s intervention in force still 
reverberating, Correspondent Homer Bigart of 
the New York Herald-Tribune now says it is im- 
possible to find any officer who can substantiate 
claims that China had committed organized units 
of division strength. 

Reports of Communist strength are conflict- 


ing, but Bigart quotes one officer who said - 


he doubts there are more than 5000 Chinese 
troops among the estimated 25,000 Communist 
soldiers facing the entire American First Corps. 

This raises some vital questions. What hap- 
pened to the streams of reinforcements reported 
to be pouring over the Yalu river from Man- 
churia not long ago? Are they still in North 
Korea, have they been pulled back since, or 
were they never there at all? What explana- 
tion do intelligence officers have to offer? 

And if there are only a few thousand Chinese 
troops in Korea, diplomats will have to explain 
why Peiping chose to send only a token force. 
It is possible that the exagperatingly leisurely 
Chinese Communist delegation, when it arrives 
at the United Nations, may shed a little light on 
this strange maneuver. 

Perhaps Peiping is using the troops it did 
send, plus the threat of more to comie, to 
achieve diplomatic victories. Especially it may 
hope to trade a promise to stay out of Korea for 
American withdrawal from F and Chiang 
Kai-shek. And that would be a bargain the 
United Nations should considér carefully. 

But one thing at least does seem clear. 
Peiping probably will be able to force the 
United States and the United Nations to retain 
their troops in Korea this ‘winter, no matter 
what happens in the next few weeks, by feed- 
ing small amounts of assistance across the bor- 
der to guerrillas, or by threatening to do so. 

There is a long-run defense available against 
these tactics. It is to make guerrilla warfare 
more difficult by winning to our cause the 
Korean people. This means popular government 
and social and economic reforms. Meanwhile, it 
looks as though Americans will have to resign 
themselves to the fact that our troops cannot 
be brought home for months to come.

Most of America observes Thanksgiving day this year on earlier 
date set by late President Roosevelt; there has been much dispute 
over holiday, but even Pilgrims’ descendants in Massachusetts 
now accept Nov. 23; actually first Thanksgiving was in October.

“Not for revelry and sport, and not for 
the inauguration of Christmas shopping, is 
this day set aside.” Thus wrote Governor 
—now Senator—Saltonstall of Massachu- 
setts in his Thanksgiving day proclamation 
for 1939, setting the date for observance 
in his state as Nov. 30 instead of Nov. 23, 
the date proclaimed by Franklin D. Roose- 
velt for national observance that year. 


But this year the descendants of the 


” hardy Pilgrims will be celebrating Thanks- 


giving day on Nov. 

23, along with most 

of America’s 150,- 

000,000 — and some- 

where F.D.R. must 

be-indulging in his 

famous grin of vic- 

tory. Roosevelt, the 

so-called foe of busi- 

ness, had pushed the 

date of Thanksgiving 

ahead a week as a 

concessidn to retail 

merchants. .- Franklin D. Roosevelt 
But what had pleased some busi- 

ness men had angered a great many 

traditionalists—as well as New England 

Congressmen, calendar manufacturers, and 

schedule-makers for special trains, and 

college football games. In 1941 Roosevelt 

announced in a damned-if-I-do, damned-if- 

I-don’t spirit that Thanksgiving day in 

1942 would revert to the old date. 


Thereupon Senator Barkley of Ken- 
tucky told Senator Bridges of New Hamp- 
shire that the latter would now be able 
“to be thankful on the original Thanks- 
giving, the last Thursday of November, as 
the original, 300-year-old, bottled-in-bond, 
blown-in-the-bottle Thanksgiving day, and 
I am sure he will celebrate it becomingly.” 


Senator Bridges’s thankfulness was des- 
tined to be relatively short-lived. On Dec. 
26, 1941, President Roosevelt signed a res- 
olution of Congress setting aside the 
fourth (not necessarily the last) Thursday 
in November as Thanksgiving day. That 
meant earlier celebrations in 1944 and 


1945, as well as earlier celebrations this 
year and in 1951. The earlier date will be 
observed also, unless Congress should 
change its mind, in 1956, 1961 and 1962. 


Gov. Saltonstall’s Pilgrim ancestors 
didn’t really set the “traditional” observ- 
ance of Thanksgiving. The first Pilgrim 
proclamation was celebrated in October, 
1621. The four men sent hunting by Gov. 
Bradford “‘that so we might after a more 
speciall manner rejoice together, after we 
had gathered the fruit of our labours,” 
shot so many birds that the settlers asked 
Massasoit and his Indians to join the feast. 

The Indians, 90 strong, brought with 
them five deer and stayed three days. 
“Their aboriginal high spirits contributed 
largely toward breaking the pattern of 
Pilgrim severity and making the first 
Thanksgiving a time of prolonged feasting 
and revelry,” according to Ralph and 
Adelin Linton in “We Gather Together.” 

A poor harvest in 1622 meant no 
Thanksgiving by the Pilgrims. In 1623, 
they observed in July a day of prayer and 
thanks for abundance vouchsafed by Di- 
vine Providence. In February, 1630, Bos- 
ton had a day of public thanksgiving. A 
“solemn day of Thanksgiving” was ap- 
pointed by Connecticut in 1665. 

In 1789, Congress asked Presidént Wash- 
ington to set a date for public thanks- 
giving. He fixed the day to give “humble 
thanks for His kind care” as the last 
Thursday in November. 

Calling such proclamations a “monarchi- 
cal practice,” President Jefferson allowed 
the custom to lapse. President Madison 
appointed two Thanksgivings in 1815, one 
on Jan. 12 and the second on April 13. 
In 1864, Lincoln, at the beliest of the edi- 
tor of Godey’s Ladies Book, fixed the last 
Thursday in November for Thanksgiving. 

The following year the celebration was 
on the first Thursday in December. From 
1866 to 1939, Thanksgiving day was held 
on the last Thursday in November, except 
in 1869, when President Grant set Nov. 18 
as the date.

SOMEWHAT SLOWED 


Pct. of Families Overspent 
Incomes in °49. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP)— 
Consumer buying has slowed un- 
der the brakes of higher withhold- 
ing taxes and Government curbs 
on credit terms, the Commerce 
Department reported last night. 

The Federal Reserve Board, at 
the same time, released a report 
on consumer finances showing 
that more than one third of the 
nation’s families overspent their 
incomes last year. 

The Reserve Board report also 
showed that families (or adults 
living alone) who rank in the top 
tenth in income piled up consid- 
erably more in savings last year 
than all the other families put 
together. 

Those who lived beyond their 
incomes — a group concentrated 
heavily in the lower income 
brackets—managed to do so chief- 
ly by getting credit, the board 
said. 

The Commerce Department said 
the installment buying curbs im- 
posed in mid-October are expect- 
ed to (1) have a “moderately re- 
strictive influence” on buying of 
controlled goods and (2) shift 
spending to ‘uncontrolled items. 
These curbs, in general, require 
higher down payments and faster 
pay-offs. 

The survey said consumer de- 

mand still is “appreciably above 
that prevailing before the out- 
break of the Korean incident, re- 
flecting the substantial rise in in- 
come available for spending,” al- 
though the rush-buying of July 
and August has abated. 
The reserve board's — report 
showing 34 per cent of the na- 
tion’s families lived beyond their 
incomes last year pointed out 
there was more excuse then than 
now: In 1949, consumer incomes 
were declining, whereas they have 
been rising this year and are now 
at a record high.

A special 
feature of the program is a sys- 
tem of nursing homes for new 
mothers, where postnatal care and 
training in the care of infants are 
given. Histadruth also provides 
nurseries for the children of 
working mothers—and most Is- 
raeli women are employed. 

Although Dr. Grinberg’s pres- 
ent trip is primarily to study 
types of hospital construction 
suitable to Israel, he also is mak- 
ing a number of addresses in con- 
nection with Histadruth’s 1950 
campaign for funds in the United 
States. 

“Our program was built through 
self-taxation, and even today it 
is not a philanthropy and can be 
maintained without outside help,”

Treatment for Particular . 


Types Urged.

He pointed out, however, that 
although “particularly important 
information has been gained in 
the development of new tech- 
niques that will permit research 
into minute functions of the hu- 
man cell—the basis of all tissue— 
it will be some time before the 
riddle of preventing and curing 
cancer will be solved.” 


“But, by early diagnosis and the 
accurate and skilled application 
of this knowledge, we should be 
able to double the cure rate,” he 
continued. “There is a wide gap 
between \the application of our 
knowledge in the skilled way it is 
being applied in such medical 
centers as you have here in St. 
Louis and the community level of 
care of the cancer patient. , 


“It therefore behooves every 
practicing physician to acquaint 
himself with the early symptoms 
and means of diagnosis of cancer 
among his patients and what it is 
possible to accomplish in the way 
of treatment for any type of ma- 
lignant disease. When this is 
done, we can expect great im- 
provement without any further 
discoveries.” 


Dr. Clark, presently directing 
medical editor of The Cancer 
Bulletin, a national medical pub- 
lication, is a former dean of the 
University of Texas Postgraduate 
School of Medicine. He is chief 
surgeon and medical director of 
M. D. Anderson Hospital for Can- 
cer Research, which is being or- 
ganized at Houston.

Booklet on Social 
Security for Maids 


By Clarissa Start 


OME women say you won't’ be-able to hire 
maids by the day any longer.. Others say you 
won't be able to hire them by the week. Some 
women predict that the hand that: lifts the ladle 
will soon be engaged 
in other work while 
others envision a line- 
up of new household 
talent ready to go to 
work with timeclock 
precision. All in all, 
the new Federal So- 
cial Security law for 
hcusehold workers, 
which goes into etfect 
Jan. 1, has caused a 
great deal of discus- 
sion and not some 

little confusion. 
Hoping to dispel 
these clouds of confu- 
sion, the Social Secur- 
ity Administration is 
busy issuing a small blue booklet titled, “Do You 
Have a Maid?” which explains how the maid, chief 
cook, dish dunker, laundress, chauffeur, or gar- 
dener who works for you may soon be covered by 
old age insurance just as are millions of other 
workers in other fields. Social Security officials 
are hoping the booklet serves a twofold purpose 
of putting to rest any horror tales about the plan 
and at the same time informing housewives that 
the plan is about to go into effect and they may 

as well find out abcut it right now. 


* * * 

“JUDGING FROM the few inquiries we've had, 
housewives haven't given the subject much 
thought,” says Thomas L. Gaukel, manager of the 
St. Louis office of the Social Security Administra- 
tion. “As the Jan. 1 date approaches they’ll have 
to start thinking about it because, although they 
won’t have to make their first report until April, 
they'll have to start making deductions in Janu- 
ary.” 

Mcst of the early inquirers are interested pri- 
marily in whether or not their household worker 
will be covered. . 

“The answer is very simple,” Gaukel says. “It 
was the intent of Congress to cover only the regu- 
lar household worker, and the definition of a regu- 
lar household worker under law is cne employed 
by one employer for any part of 24 days during a 
calendar quarter of three months, and who has 
received cash wages of $50 or more.” 


SR x 

IF YOUR MAID does not meet both parts of 
this “‘24-50 test,” she is not covered. What all 
this amounts to is that the average worker spend- 
ing two days of each week in your home comes 
under the regulation; one working only one day a 
week does not. 

If she—or he, in the case of gardeners and chauf- 
feurs—does come under these regulations, her em- 
ployer must. deduct one and one-half per cent of 
her earnings and contribute an equal amount. Only 
cash wages are considered; in cases where carfare 
is part of wages, only cash carfare counts, not 
tokens. Returns will be made on special house- 
hold Form 942, unless the employer or her hus-, 
band already makes soclal security returns for 
other employes on Form 941, in which case the 
newly covered employe can be included with the 
rest. 

We've had a few complaints about red tape and 
keeping books,” says Gaukel, “but the complain- 
ants’ fears seem to be set at easé when we explain 
that a very simple form for reporting household 
workers has been developed.” 
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SAID FORM WILL BE an envelope type form 
“similar to the kind used in depositing a check to 
one’s account at the bank,” Gaukel explains, and 
women who have never become reconciled to bank 
forms may as well succumb to them now, or pre- 
vail on a kind, understanding husband to help cut. 
Incidentally, failure to make returns will involve 
the same penalty as failure to file other federal 
tax returns, and pleading that you’ve just never 
had much of a head for figures isn’t likely to help. 

At the moment, the Social Security office is hop- 
ing to get copies of their blue booklet into the 
hands of every woman who hires household help, 
and is enlisting the aid of women’s organizations, 
among them the League of Women Voters, Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Archdiocesan Council of Catho- 
lic Women, National Council of Jewish Women, 
Altrusa, Advertising, and Business and Professional 
Women’s Clubs. Booklets may be obtained also by 
writing to the office of Social Security, Reom 300, 
Old Post Office Building. A coupon in the booklet 
may be mailed in to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue for proper forms and further information. 

Just what effect social security deductions will 
have on women seeking household employment 
seems a mystery at the moment. One employ- 
ment agency handling domestic workers predicts 
that day workers will prefer permanent or two-day 
a week jobs that will help build toward a pension 
in their old age. Another reports that an increas- 
ing .number of their applicants state, “I want a 
place' where they don’t take that out of your 
salary,” and desire one day work only. ; 
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SOCIAL SECURITY OFFICIALS sum up the ad- 
vantages to the new system by pointing out that 
most other workers are protected by old age secur- 
ity and maids, cooks, and other household employes 
should have this same protection. 

If protected, they add, good household workers 
may be lured back from factory jobs. In addition, 
their employers won’t feel responsible for taking 
care of the lifelong houseworker when she gets 
too old to work as families once did. In the long 
run, Gaukel points out, the plan will’ probably 
have little effect on working schedules. Women 
who have only one day free to do part-time work 
will probably continue in that way. Women who 
prefer to work full time for one employer will 
probably retain that arrangement. 

“We've found our regular system of Social Se- 
curity has worked out pretty well through the 
years,” Gaukel smiles. “Now we're interested in 
bringing out a shiny, new model and we think 
people will like it even if it does require a little 
additional work.”

Your sidq has already complet- 
ed two canastas, but the other 
side has more cards and so you 
want to go out. You have just 
drawn a jack, which puts you 
out; and half jocularly, knowing 
very well what the answer will 
be, you say, “May I go out?” and 
almost simultaneously begin to 
meld your hand. 

The rules clearly say that if you 
meld after asking permission to 
go out, but before you receive 
your partner’s answer, you suffer 
a penalty of 100 points. Having 
melded out and counted up the 
score, you. find that without the 
penalty you would have had a 
score of over 3000. When the 
penalty of 100 is deducted, your 
score remains just below 3000. 
This gives you an advantage, be- 
cause now you will not need 120 
for your initial meld on the next 
deal. 

The point is, can the opponents 
refuse the penalty, which has 
worked more to their disadvan- 
tage than to their advantage? 

The answer is that this is more 
a problem of human relations 
than of the laws of a card game. 
Technically, the opponents should 
have refused the penalty before 
they knew what the score would 
be; though the laws do not say 
so explicitly, a side in any card 
game has a traditional right to 
overlook an opposing error and 
let it pass without penalty. If the 
opponents did not refuse the pen- 
alty at the time, nically they 
are forced to accept it. 

But it would be polite of the 
side that got the break to offer 
to forget about the penalty. In a 
card game it is not considered 
very nice to profit from your own 
mistake.

The Three Bases a ti 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


VERY LOVE rests on a tri- 

pod. Every love has three 

bases or supports: goodness, 
knowledge and similarity. 

Take goodness first: a man 
may be mistaken in his choice 
of what seems to him to be 
good, but he can never desire 
anything unless he believes in 
its intrinsic goodness. The 
prodigal son was seeking some- 
thing good for him—something 
to satisfy his hunger—when he 
tried to live on husks; he was 
wrong only in his judgment, in 
thinking husks a fit food for a 
man. All of us are in the same 
predicament as he. We are for- 
ever trying to fill our lives, 
our minds, our bodies, our 
homes with “goods,” and we ac- 
cept nothing unless it seems, 
at the moment, to have some 
good in it. But our estimates 
are not always correct; we may 
mistake an apparent for a real 
good, thus injuring ourselves. 

Without this reaching-out 
towards goodness, there would 
be :no love: neither love of 
country, nor of pleasures, of 
friend,‘ nor of spouse. Through 
loving, each heart tries either 
to acquire a perfection, which it 
lacks, or to express the perfec- 
tion it already owns. All love 
springs out of goodness, for 
goodness, by its nature, is lov- 
able to aan, 


BUT KNOWLEDGE is also 


involved in every love: We can- 


not love what we do not know. 
“Introduce me to her,” is the 
phrase of a man who seeks the 
knowledge of a woman which, 
he knows, must precede the 
possibility of his really loving 
her. Even the “dream girl” of 
the bachelor has to be built up 
from fragments of knowledge 
in his mind. Hatred ‘comes from 
want of knowledge, as love 
comes from knowledge; thus, 


bigotry is properly related to 
ignorance, 

Knowledge, in the early 
Stages, is a condition of love; 
but as the relationship deepens, 
love increases knowledge. A 
wife and husband ,who have 
lived together many years pos- 
sess a new kind of knowledge 
of each other, deeper than any 
spoken word or 
of motives could provide. This 
Per (impossible in the 
honeymoon weeks) comes gradu- 
ally from love-in-action, as a 
kind of intuitional understand- 
ing of what lies in the mind 
and heart of the other. It is 
thus possible for us to love be- 
yond our knowledge, to allow 
faith to fill up the insufficiency 
of our intellectual understand- 
ing. A simple person in good 
faith may therefore have a 
greater love of God than a theo- 
logian, and this love can give 
him a keener understanding of 
the ways of God with human 
hearts than any psychologist 
will possess. 

One of the reasons why de- 
cent people shrink from vulgar 
discussions of sex is that the 
knowledge two people gain of 
one another in so intimate a re- 
lation is, by its very nature, 
incommunicable to others. The 
whole exchange is so personal 
that those involved shrink from 
sharing it with outsiders — the 
knowledge thus gained is too 
sacred to be profaned. And it 
is a phychological fact that 
those whose theoretical knowl- 
edge of sex has been realized in 
the unifying love of marriage 
are least inclined to bring the 
matter out of its twilit realm of 
shared mystery to the glaring 
light of public discussion. 

This is not, at all, because 
they are “disillusioned” about 
sex, but because sex has now
